SHAMROCK FAST 
IN LIGHT WINDS. 


Sailing in an Initial 
Trial on Clyde. 


WORKS WELL IN STAYS. 
Heels Quiekly in Fresh Breezes, 
but Experts Say It Will Do 
Well in Rough Weather; 
Lipton Is Pleased.

LONDON, March 31.—According to the dis- 

patches describing the first trial of Sham- 
rock III. under canvas on the Clyde with a

asked. It beat Shamrock I. more decisively 
than ever was Shamrock I. beaten before. 
There was no attempt at a formal race dur- 
ing the five hours over which the trials ex- 
tended, but an opportunity was taken of 
trying the boats one against the other on 


| every point of sailing. 


Every test finished strongly in ounce ofthe 
latest challenger. The first real tussle was a 
long fetch, sailing close by the wind down 
the channel. As a preliminary the older 
Shamrock was sent ahead until there was 3 
good mile of water between it and its op- 
ponent. At the end of eight miles straight- 
away sailing Shamrock III. was half a mile 
ahead. The next distance sailed was off the 
wind and in a light breeze. There was little 
to choose between them.

While both boats dodged around waiting for 
the arrival of Designer Fife their distinct 
characteristics were shown to a inarked de- 
gree. Shamrock I. is of the strong, bulldog 
type, and the challenger is a greyhound. In 
every point and feature it has been brought 
to a perfect sailing line, and, so far as ap- 
pearances show, in that respect could hard- 
ly be improved upon. 

Mr. Fife reached Gourock shortly after 10 
clock and boarded Shamrock I. ‘The yachts 

worked across at a wide distance toward 
the Kilcreggan shore, for a good northwest 
breeze off Loch Lang. Shamrock I. was 
about a mile in front, reaching off until it 
brought up under Strone point in a calm. 
The challenger followed a mile behind and 
was beginning to list as soon as it came out 
from Cape Point. 


Overhauls old Boat.

BLUE LAW IS HELD NOT TO BAR 
THE SUNDAY ISSUES. . 


Philadelphia | Magistrate Rules in 


Favor of the Press in Suit Brought |. 
Under Ancient Statute—Gives High 
Praise to the Publication of Today 
and Tells Why the People Should 
Not Be Deprived of What They 
Want and Demand. 


Philadetpntn: Pa., March 31. —[Special. 1— 
Magistrate Gorman today rendered a decis- 
ion in the Case against the employés of several 
of the city newspapers, the Union News com- 
pany, and the Crane Ice Cream company, 
who, it was alleged, had violated the Sun- 
day blue law” of 1794. In an elaborate 
opinion, supported: by many legal authori- 
tles, he dismissed the charges. 

Among other things the magistrate finds 


that there is a defect in the complaint by the 5 


omission to aver that the publication and 
sale of newspapers on Sunday was not a ne- 


-cessity and charity; that this omission 


Is fatal to prosecution, and that if for no other 
reason he would be compelled to dischatge 
the defendants.

“Tt is well Known that there is a con- 
gregation of nonchurch persons to whom 
the newspaper. addresses itself every Sun- 
day and I have no doubt that a large num- 
ber of citizens would dispense with some 
necessities to obtain. their newspapers on 
Sunday, as well as on other days. ;

CASHIER BECOMES ROBBER 
FOR REVENGE ON EMPLOYER. 


Directors Agree to Pay Cash Reward and 
a Life Pension, Then When Offender 
_ Holds Back Share Break Agreement. 


‘BERLIN, March 31.— While the directors 
of the Mayence People’s bank were in session 
a few days ago the cashier, Herrmann, ‘who 
had been with the bank twenty-seven years, 
entered the room and told them he had taken 
$70,000 of the bank’s funds. 

The amazed directors, when they were 
really convinced that this was true, asked 
why he had robbed the bank. Herrmann re- 
plied: 

This is my revenge for not having been 
elected a director in 1900, as I was promised. 
I have been preparing this stroke for three 
years.“ 

The cashier added that he was willing to go 
to the penitentiary for life, as he had got 
even by inflicting life pangs on the directors 
and stockholders.”

STEWART AND THE MERIT SYSTEM. 
Mayor Harrison says he is a good friend 
of the merit system. ‘The public, knowing 
how he has displayed his friendship since he 
was put in charge of city affairs, does not 
seek to hide its scornful mirth. There is 
vet to be found the man who is so simple 
minded as to think the mayor is in earnest, 
For six years he has been laboring, or his 
subordinates, unrebuked by him, have been 
laboring to ‘undermine and overthrow the 
civil service law. That the attempt has not 
been a success is due to the Supreme court. 
Mr. Graeme Stewart says he is a believer 


in the merit system. Nobody doubts his. 
word. He has spent his life in that business 


world where employés depend on their 


merits and not on political influence for their 


advancement. He began at the bottom and 
his recognized ability raised him to his pres- 
ent position. As an employer he has con- 
sidered only the merits of employés. No 
politician has been permitted to tell him 
whom he should discharge or promote. 

So’ when Mr. Stewart says that if he is 
elected mayor the civil service law will be 
‘ enforced in letter and in spirit, nobody ven- 
tures to hint that it would not be. All who 


know anything of Mr. Stewart are aware 


that he will apply im dealing with city em- 
ployés the same principles he has applied 
in dealing with business employés. He will 
require the men on the city pay rolls to do 

e work they are paid to do. No political 

ends will be able to aid them, or political 
enemies to harmthem. They wilt have to 
rely on their merits. 
elected mayor the city employés will be 
lifted altogether out of the mire of politics 
they are in now. 


THE GERMANS ARE ANGRY. | 
Admiral Dewey may be surprised that 
his brief remarks about the superiority of | 
the American to the German navy have 
called out so many angry rejoinders and 
made him the most unpopular American in 
Germany. Perhaps if he had know what 


a hornet’s nest he was stirring up he would | 


have held his peace. 

The Germans are specially resentful he- 
cause their navy, of which they are proud, 
has not as yet won its spurs. The fight- 
ing skill of German officers and seamen 
has not been put to the practical test to 
which that of American and English offi- 
‘cers and men has been put. Germans are 
saying now harder things about the Amer- 
jean navy than Dewey did about the Ger- 
many navy, but Americans are not moved 
to anger, partly because they do not con- 
sider a Prussian a officer a good jud 


of naval matters, but mainly because 


efficiency of 3 navy has 


proved. 


Prior to the 1812 British navi 


officers spoke most contemptuously of the 
American navy. The officers of that nav 

were profoundly resentful and took ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to teach the 
Englishmen a lesson. No more contemptu- 
ous remarks were made after Hull, De- 
eatur, and Stewart had captured British 


ships. If they had been made Americans 
would not have been disturbed, because 


their navy had vindicated itself. 


The German navy may win great sea 
fights, but it has not done so yet.. When 


it is criticised its officers cannot point to | 


battles won. Hence, criticism is peculiar- | 
lx irritating, especially when it comes from 
a man who has gained high standing in 
his profession; who has fought and con- 
quered an enemy. It is not to be wondered 
at that Germans are fretting and fuming. 


WHERE ARE THE PAY ROLLS! 

The chairman of the house committee 
on the visitation of penal and reformatory 
institutions has been trying for over a 
month to get certain pay rolls of the Pon- 
tiac reformatory. He applied for them to 
the superintendent, who promised to send | 
them, but he has not done so. He acted as 
if unwilling to give any but a little scrappy 
information. 

Application was made by the chairman 
to the state auditor's office. He was told 
that the latest pay rolls of the Pontiac re- 
formatory on file were for July, 1902. The 
‘superintendent says this surprises him; 
that monthly statements and quarterly pay 


rolls have been'sent regularly to the audi-⸗- 


tor and he cannot understand why they 
are not on file. Evidently the auditor’s 
office is not well managed, or the super- 
intendent's memory is treacherous. 
Perhaps it is the superintendent who is 
at fault. The chairman reports that the 
discipline maintained by him at the reform- 
atory is poor; that there is an air of sloven- 
liness about the place; that the grounds 
are not well kept, and schoolrooms are 
dirty, While many of the boys are loafing 
when they should be at 
intendent may have deln negligent about 
forwarding his pay rolls and statements.

GIVE THEM A SCHOOL. 


To take children whose deformities make 


it impossible for them to share the work 


and play of their fellows, to give such chil- 


dren the special work and play they need, 


and to train them in handicrafts which will 


raise them to economic independence in 
after life—this is a beautiful and a useful 
service to the community. It is a service, 
however, which cannot be properly per- 
formed till we have a building entirely de- 


| voted to it. 


At present there are sixty-seven crippled 
children at the Tilden school and twenty- 
three at the Fallon school. 
and forty other children are on the waiting 
list. Only children who are so badly crip- 
pled as to be quite unfit for companionship 
with normal children are admitted to the 
crippled children’s departments. At both 


the Tilden and the Fallon schools this de- 


partment is completely separated from the 
rest of the school. In both cases, however, 
the accommodations are not altogether de- 
sirable, and it is not strange that people 
who are interested in the work feel that 
a special building with special fittings would 
offer great opportunities for e 
methods. 

The interest taken by the general public 


and by charitable individuals in the care 


of children to whom fate has denied the 
full use of their bodies is rapidly increas- 
ing. The Michigan legislature has estab- 
lished a crippled children’s school with an 
appropriation of $25,000. Mrs. R. H. Me- 


Elwee has given the Chicago Home for 


Destitute Cripple Children an extension of 
accommodations and appliances costing 
$12,000. The Illinois legislature now has 
under consideration a bill which gives local 
boards of education the same appropria- 
tion per capita for crippled children that 
‘is now given for deaf mutes, There are 
several Chicago schools in which there are 
special departments for deaf mutes. The 
state appropriation makes possible the ad- 
ditional expense of maintaining these de- 
partments, The new bill will put the crip- 
pled children’s departments on the same 
kind of financial basis. | 


But there ought no longer to be any crip- 


pled children’s departments. Unless there 
are strong financial or pedagogical objec- 
tions which do not now appear, there ought 
to be a special crippled children’s building. 
In the spring of 1900 there was an appro- 


priation of $18,000 for such a building.

Outside a drizzling 
rain was falling. but this did not dampen 
the enthusiasm of the crowd, which stretched 
for half a block on either side of the door 
and even blocked the streets in front.

Reports from McGovern’s and Cor- 
bett's headquarters were equally bright. 
Both men had rested- quietly after weighing 
in this afternoon and expressed absolute 
confidence in the outcome. 

The sale of seats was enormous and the

000. So large was the crowd that 1,500 addi- 
tional seats had to be erected in order to 
supply the demand.

‘LAID 10 PENNELL 


Finding in Burdick | Inquest 
Holds Buffalo Lawyer's 
Alͤ4cets Suspicious. 


GUILTY OF MANY WRONGS 


Judge Murphy. Says the Evidence 
Would J ustify His Arrest if 
lle Were Still Alive. 


Buffalo, N. v. March 31. —{Special. ]—The 
findings of Judge Murphy in the inquest into 
the death of Edwin L. Burdick declare that 
the murde has not been found, but that 
Pennell avere still alive there 
is sufficient evidence in hand to justify his 
arrest, Mrs. Hull, the mother-in-law of Bur- 


dick, is declared to have acted in a most 


unwarranted manner in her evident desire 
to cover up the crime, Mrs. Payne is exon- 
erated, and Mrs. Burdick, while held to be 
guilty of many wrongs, is declared to have 
been already severely punished. 

The statement is an exhaustive review or 
the evidence brought out during the inquest. 
Special attention is given to the letters ex- 
changed between Arthur R. Pennell and Mrs. 
Burdick, particularly the one containing a 
threat against Burdick's life. 


Suspicion All on Pennell. 
cerning these the judge says: 
 * Altogether, these facts would, in my 5505 
fon, constitute just ground of suspicion on 
which a warrant could be issued, were he 
alive. 

“So far as a ppears from the evidence,” 
says the judge, ‘‘ Pennell had not succeeded 
in compromising Burdick in any way. Bur- 
dick, however, had a lot of evidence, con- 
sisting of letters written by Pennell to Mrs. 
Burdick of such a gushing, lovesick, im- 
portuning nature that their publication 
meant complete humiliation and social ruin 
to their author. This of all others,“ says 
the justice, was the motive strong enough 
to incite a desperate mind already steeped 
in wrongdoing to so foul and cruel a murder. 
Did he do it? Was he responsible for it? 
He had returned from the dead man’s wife 
the day before the murder. He was here 
that night. He was much excited the next 
morning and went and purchased a reyolver. 
The clerks present at the sale state that at 
that time he did not appear at all like himself. 


Motive Enough tor Crime. 
“ His of all others was the motive strong 
enough to incite a desperate mind already 
steeped in wrong doing to so foul and cruel 
He can never be placed on trial, 
nor can his case ever be judicially deter- 
mined.

Burdick’s Name Is Cleared. 

“The evidence does not sustain the the- 
ory that Burdick had a woman in his den 
that night, nor has it disclosed a single im- 
moral act on his part. It portrays him asa 
loving father and more than magnanimous 
and forgiving husband. Mrs. Paine and Miss 
Hutchinson, whose names have-been un- 
fortunately brought into the case, are, so far 
as this inquest is able to determine, com- 
pletely exonerated. 

Much credit should be given Dr. John 
P. Rowland for his refusal to entertain the 
suggestion of suicide. But for his rugged 
honesty we may never have known that 
one of the most clever and shocking murders 
of. this or any age had been committed at 
our doors. 

It is our duty to censure Mrs. Burdick. 


But, great as her wrong has’ great is
